3. To ſee that the Conductors or Drivers be furniſhed with proper and diſtinct Way-Bills, ſhewing the 
| Quantities and Deſcription of Supplies loaded on each Waggon or Cart. 


4. To keep an Account of the Quantities and Deſcription of Supplies furniſhed by each Subſcriber, 
and to give him an Acknowledgment for the ſame, by which the Agent will become reſponſible to 


the Subſcriber for the Payment thereof as ſoon as he ſhall have received the Balance of the general 


Account hereafter mentioned.
